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THE GREY GULL 4000 SERIES 

by Robert C. Olson 
Introduction by Martin Bryan 

Certainly there's never been another record label which has offered collectors and re- 
searchers as much confusion and frustration as Grey Gull — at least not on such a large 
scale! During its lifetime of just over ten years this company produced myriads of artist 
pseudonyms, remakes, alternate takes, incorrect artist identifications, matrix sources, al- 
ternate couplings, false matrix numbers, title variations, etc., all of which pose problems 
and headaches for the discographer . Obviously accuracy and forthright data were not the 
major concern of a company which mass-marketed millions of cheap records through a host of 
retail and mail order outlets. 

Grey Gull got off to a slow start sometime in 1920 as a full-priced label. Both ver- 
tical and lateral types were marketed, though clearly hill-and-dale records were on the 
wane (except for Edison Diamond Discs, which reportedly had their best year in 1921) by the 
time the Grey Gulls appeared. Within a few years, Grey Gull became a low-priced record, 
and the company's products were sold in dime stores under such additional brands as Radiex, 
Supreme, Globe, Nadsco, and so forth. To conceal the identity of a limited number of mu- 
sicians, someone at Grey Gull with a lively imagination began turning out pseudonyms at an 
astounding rate. The dance series abounded with names such as Bix City Six, High Society 
Seven, Pacific Coast Players, Cotton Blossom Orchestra, Broadway Music Masters, while the 
popular vocal series offered the first singer with generic packaging: Mr. »X"! 

Grey Gulls appeared in three main series: 1000 (dance music), 2000 (popular vocal), 
and 4000 (standard), as well as other minor series. The 4000 "standard" series contained 
hymns, instrumental pieces, concert selections, Hawaiian numbers, comedy sketches, as well 
as . country or "old time" music towards the end. Our listing begins with what is known of a 
slightly earlier 4000 series (prefixed with an "L" to indicate lateral cut). We can offer 
no explanation as to why the series was abandoned and restarted at 4001 . 

Several researchers have been working on documenting the output of the Grey Gull com- 
pany over the years. Mr. Olson's research is augmented by data compiled by the late Carl 
Kendziora. We ask that anyone who can make additions or corrections to this discography 
contact Mr. Olson directly, and we will update our readers from time to time with this data.

+ Notes to the Discography + 

1) The layout is pretty straightforward: catalogue number, artist credit, title, and ma- 
trix data. However, it should be noted that the numbers found in the wax are not 
always matrix numbers. For example, the numbers 2025-B and 18105-B found on Grey Gull 
4061 trace back to Banner and Olympic catalogue numbers. 

2) Generally speaking, matrix numbers in the 4100, 41000 and 42000 blocks are from Emer- 
son. Some 3-digit matrix numbers are from Paramount, while others are true Grey Gull 
numbers. Numbers prefixed by the letter "Y» are also from Paramount, conveniently re- 
numbered by Grey Gull, although sometimes the "Y" was omitted. 5000 series numbers 
are from Plaza. The majority of the remaining are Grey Gull matrices. 

3) When pseudonyms are used, true artist identifications are not shown except in the case 
of some of the country artists. As mentioned above, readers should also be cautioned 

6 that identifications for "real" people are not always correct. 

4) When substantial differences exist under the same catalogue number, the various ver- 
sions are identified by (a), (b), and so on, while minor differences are indicated in 
parentheses after the entry affected. We can not always be certain that couplings 
with the various masters and takes actually exist as we show them. This is due to a 
few instances where just one side of a particular record has been reported, and we've 
had to make a few assumptions as to which pairing they belonged with. 

5) I apologize for having to reduce the type so small, but I felt that readers would pre- 
fer to have the entire series in one issue rather than seeing it serialized.

HOROWITZ, VLADIMIR, Pianist ( Hor'-o-oUz > 

In this day of marvelous technical development in the 
musical, and particularly in the pianistic, sphere, an 
artist must be very nearly a superman to impress the most 
sophisticated musical audiences the world has ever 
known. To create a veritable furore among these same 
audiences is, therefore, a feat not often to be witnessed. 

Vladimir Horowitz, young Russian pianist, has ac- 
complished this feat . . . repeatedly. Paris calls him 
“the greatest pianist of the rising generation.” New York 
saluted him with a welcome vouchsafed to few artists in 
any field. Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and the other American 
cities fortunate enough to hear and to witness his per- 
formances were no less enthusiastic. And his Victor 
records have had the extraordinary tribute of actual 
hand-clapping from seasoned music-lovers! 

Horowitz was born in Kiev, Russia, October 1, 1904.

gers & Hammerstein Archives at Lincoln Center, New 
York. A very full schedule of speakers and ‘events over 
a three day period was enjoyed by well over a hundred 
in attendance. Highlights included a panel of Metro- 
politan Opera stars (RisS Stevens, Robert Merrill and 
Anna Moffo); a panel of composers, all of whom had hits 
in the early 1930s; trips to the National Museum of 
Broadcasting in New York and the Edison National His- 
toric Site in West Orange (where a recently discovered 
film entitled "October 15th" was screened. The 1926 
film was a promotion for various divisions of Thomas A. 
Edison Industries, but focused especially on the intro- 
duction of long playing records and the new line of ma- 
chines. Also shown was an amusing circa 1914 Kineto- 
phone film entitled "Jack's Joke.") Collectors were es- 
pecially interested in talks by Julian Morton Moses, 
author of the 1949 Collectors 1 Guide to American Record- 
ings 1895-1925 (which is still available from Dover 
Publications), and R. D. Darrell, whose Gramophone 
Shops Encyclopedia or Recorded Music was published 50 
years ago. We were also impressed with re-recordings 
made by Joe Pengelly of various sizes of Lioret cyl- 
inders. Joe's talk, incidentally, was called "Fi in 
Not Hi Before 1900." Topics of other speakers ranged 
from various types of recordings (spoken word, Stephen 
Foster, Latin-American, etc.) to recent re-recording 
techniques to historical research. Your editor had an 
opportunity to talk with many GRAPHIC readers, albeit 
too briefly in some instances.

VIVA-TONAL ARTIST SPEAKS AT ARSC

The Bijou (Type N) Graphophone 



The year is 1895. T he country is recovering from - 
the financial panic of two years ago. A new phenomenon 
— leisure time — has begun to manifest itself among 
the middle class. People are buying bicycles, taking 
vacations, looking uncertainly for amusement. And an 
infant industry readies itself to capitalize on this 
mood. 

Everyone has heard of Phonographs and Graphophones, 
of course. They have been electrically or treadle 
driven, heavy, unreliable, and expensive. Very expen- 
sive. A very few of these have been converted to 
spring motors but most people are unaware of it. A 
spring-driven Graphophone called the "Baby Grand", de- 
signed for use in the home, is available for the prince- 
ly sum of $75.00. A bicycle is cheaper. Rumor has it 
that Thomas Edison is developing a Spring Motor Phono- 
graph to sell for $50.00. However, the American maga- 
zine reader of 1895 discovers a spring-driven talking 
machine built by the American Graphophone Co . , selling 
for $40.00. It is called the Bijou or Type N. 

There has never before been a talking machine this 
affordable. Forty dollars in 1895 is a lot of money, 
but is practically half of what some were paying just 
last year! A prospective customer examining this de- 
vice in the little shop of a local merchant is im- 
pressed. The oak cabinet, extensive nickel plating, 
and graceful lines give it a decidedly "up-to-date" ap- 
pearance; not at all like the ungainly scientific-look- 
ing apparatus of years past. It is light enough to be 
carried with ease. You can take it anywhere. Imagine 
playing it on the front porch! The odd-looking, bullet- 
shaped mandrel stays in place, too, rather than detach- 
ing to change records as on the old Graphophones. See 
how easily it operates as pointed out by the shopkeep- 
er: just turn it on with the lever and adjust the speed 
to your liking with the knob. The children can enter- 
tain themselves with it. This is all rather new to the 
American public of 1895. A little under 6000 people 
find the Bijou irresistable and buy one. At long last, 
the Graphophone had come home. 
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A ROUND OF PLEASURE.

THE GRAPHOPHONE brings into the home all the delights of minstrelsy and of the concert 
hall. Its repertoire covers the whole range of pleasures that appeal to the ear. Operatic choruses, 
popular songs as sung by famous singers, instrumental solos, orchestra and band performances, and 
clever sayings of story-tellers and comedians, all reproduced faithfully and with a clearness of tone that 
makes the Graphophone rank not only as a wonderful talking-machine but as a marvelous musical 
instrument. You can talk or sing to it and it will record and reproduce your talk or your song. 
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What prompted American Graphophone to market the 
Type N had begun years earlier with the failure of com- 
mercial Phonographs/Graphophones and the subsequent ex- 
perimentation with spring-motors. Prior to the appear- 
ance of the Bijou, the few spring -motored talking ma- 
chines available were hybrids of obsolete electric/ 
treadle components and newly-designed spring -mo tors, or, 
in the case of the Baby Grand Graphophone, an obsolete 
upper. works design inspired by earlier treadle Grapho- 
phones mounted above a spring -motor. 



This motor, designed by Thomas MacDonald, was used in 
hybrid Graphophones F and K, the Baby Grand, the Type N 
(Bijou), and briefly during 1897 in the type AN. The 
only variations the motor underwent during this period 
were minimal, such as steel governor weights changing 
to lead, spring barrels changing from cast iron to cast 
brass, etc. American Graphophone years later would 
claim this motor to be the first "practical" spring-mo- 
tor from which all others were derived. If compared to 
other motors of its day such as an Amet or Peerless, 
the claim is justified. One thing is certain: it pre- 
dates Edison’s first spring-motor by two years. 

The upper works of the Type N represent several 
"firsts" among Graphophones. Fixed mandrel, endgate, 
front-mounted feedscrew, upright position reproducer, 
enclosed gear train, and left-to-right tracking of 
records all made their company debut on this Grapho- 
phone. Unique to the Type N were the bullet-shaped 
mandrel and raised relief lettering on the upper works. 
It was the only Graphophone playing standard-size cyl- 
inders to use an endgate. It was the industry's first 
"modern" talking machine, and the first spring -motored 
machine to find its way into American homes in signifi- 
cant numbers. 

Of these historical details, the talking machine 
customer of 1895 was ignorant, and most likely wouldn't 
have cared. His thoughts were on the future. The 
country was moving into times of prosperity. Rumors of 
horseless carriages and flying machines were becoming 
more common. Who could know what a few months or years 
would bring? In New Jersey, Edison and his associates 
labored to design a new spring-motor. In Washington, 
D.C., a German immigrant named Berliner was looking for 
capital to launch a crude hand-driven Gram-0-Phone 
which played flat discs. As the customer carefully set 
his new Bijou Graphophone into his buggy or wagon, his 
mind teemed with the anticipation of happy hours spent 
listening to "...the world's finest entertainers in 
your home." America would never be the same again.

1911 was a 
lean year for the Edison company, which makes their 
printed material even more fascinating. Disc experi- 
mentation was well underway (in secret) and the company 
vehemently denied they were quitting the cylinder busi- 
ness. We have been strong supporters of Wendell's re-

Reviewed by the GRAPHIC Editor 



Dominion Records: A Catalogue & History by Arthur Bad- 
rock. The guiding forces behind Dominion had plans of 
establishing a British counterpart to the American 
Cameo when the company was founded in 1928, and their 
grand scheme was to eventually distribute records to 
the European continent as well as South America, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South Africa! Arthur Badrock's 
recent booklet traces the history of the company, and 
he details the entire known output of a label which 

fell far short of its organizers' 
hope s . 

Mixed in with the domes- 
„ tically recorded selections 
is a healthy percentage of 
American material, begin- 
ning with Cameo and eventu- 
ally switching to Grey Gull 
after the Cameo connection 
ended early in 1930. Thrown 
in for good measure are a few 
masters from ARC and QRS! As an 
aside, I was interested to read 
that one of the company's directors 
was James Macpherson, an American, who described him- 
self as the president of four record manuf acturers : 
Cameo, Lincoln, Perfect, and Pathe. (In other words, 
for legal purposes, at least, Cameo and Lincoln were 
separate corporations, as were Pathe and Perfect.) 

The book is a fascinating study of this company and 
its output. Badrock has traced most of the U.S. mas- 
ters to their original issues and has included an art- 
ist index. In addition to several well-known U.S. art- 
ists (Sam Lanin, Bob Haring, Frank Ferera, Joe Green, 
Arthur Fields, Frank Kamplain, etc.), the reader will 
be interested in the British recordings by Elsie Car- 
lisle, Jay Wilbur's Orchestra, the Savoy Orpheans, and 
even A. A. Milne. Dominion also had a limited output 
of foreign records.

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Dance Bands & Big Bands by Alice Rogers. I always have 
mixed feelings about "price guides" in any field of col- 
lecting. Have they contributed to the rise in prices? 
Are they accurate? Can one still find a bargain in 
that field? Will everybody suddenly become an "ex- 
pert"? 

As record collecting has become a more respectable 
(!) and popular hobby over the years, several price 



guides have appeared. Alice Rogers' recent book covers 
the world of dance records, primarily from the 20s, 30s 
and 40s. The book is not just a price guide, but a de- 
tailed listing of nearly 1 6,000 78 rpm records showing 
titles, catalogue numbers, vocalists, release dates, 
pseudonyms, etc., all arranged by artist. Several la- 
bel illustrations add to the listings. Her work, then, 
also serves as a general guide to records of the dance 
band era. The one major complaint I have about the 
format is that the artist headings do not stand out 
enough in contrast to the record listings, making lo- 
cating a particular artist entry somewhat confusing. 
This is even more apparent when there are several dif- 
ferent headings for the same artist, such as with Sam 
Lanin or Ben Selvin. I assume that this is the fault 
of the typesetter and not the author. 

As I see it, the major value of any price guide is 
having it rate items relative to one another — not that 
it quotes a specific price for a particular item which 
may or may not be realistic. This is no exception for 
Rogers' book; the reader can determine, for example, 
that Paul Whiteman's Columbia 2164-D is more desirable 
that his Victor 20883 which, in turn, is better than 
Victor 18983. Both buyer and seller ought to be able to 
use this feature to determine which records are, in 
general, worth paying more for. The author has done 
her homework in this area, though there are a few en- 
tries I don't agree with. A Little Wonder by Prince's 
Band is listed inordinantly high (presumably because it 
is one of the few LW's to bear an artist credit, which 
shouldn't affect its value to such an extreme), while 
Brunswick 8443 by Harry James should be much more de- 
sirable than his other Brunswicks because it is Frank 
Sinatra's first record. 

Other than a few exceptions which any of us might 
argue over, the book is a good indicator of relative 
values, and it fills a niche in a field which has been 
dominated by rock 'n' roll and Beatlemania publica- 
tions! Dance Bands & Big Bands , approximately 190 
pages, is $14.95 and can be ordered through your book 
store. It can also be obtained from the publisher by 
adding $2.00 postage and handling: Jellyroll Produc- 
tions, P. 0.

Edison's laboratory at West Orange celebrates its 
100th birthday with various activities this year and 
next (construction was begun in 1886 and it opened in 
1887). The Edison National Historic Site has prepared 
an illustrated brochure called "100 Years of Industrial 
Research" which describes the laboratory and the sched- 
ule of events to take place. A copy may be obtained by 
writing them at Main Street & Lakeside Ave., West 
Orange, NJ 07052. 

John Petty tells us of a video cassette he thinks 
our readers will be interested in knowing about.

MILFORD FARGO A Tribute. 



It is with deep regred that we chroni- 
cle the death of GRAPHIC reader, Milford 
Fargo on May 8, 1986. The following 
tribute was written by John A. Petty. 



Milford was well known for the Ada 
Jones Memorial Collection, which along 
with thousands of cylinders and discs, in- 
cludes two of Ada’s North American brown 
wax issues from the 1890 f s, given to Mil- 
ford by Brevoort Odell. Some other rare 
Ada Jones cylinders include two Radium 2 
minute and five of the six-inch Columbia 
twentieth century cylinders. His Ada 
Jones disc collection includes over 100 
different labels or series of issues and

contains many rare types such as Busy Bee, 
Clico, Crescent, Expire, Faultless, Inter- 
national, Leeds, McKinley, Pathe Brevete, 
Phoenix, Playerphone, Remick Perfection, 
Rishell, Siegel Cooper, Square Deal, Talk- 
ing Book, Thomas and over a hundred of the 

hard-to-find Zonophone double discs. 

• • 

Milford was Professor of Music Educa- 
tion, Eastman School of Music, Rochester, 
New York and he was a nationally known 
composer and conductor who has more than 
50 published compositions. He also helped 
in several record albums and within the 



last five years, teamed with Nanci Kennedy 
to record an IP album, "Conversational Du- 



ets" composed of the songs made famous by 



Ada Jones and Len Spencer. 



In connection with his work and hobby, 
Milford came in contact with the great and 
not so great — all of whom he considered 
friends and he responded to them with gen- 
uine concern and supreme kindness. Recent- 
ly when a teenage collector from Maine 
visited in the Rochester area, Milford in- 
vited him to his home and shared his time, 
knowledge and collection with this young 
collector as readily as he would have 
with anyone. 



Occasionally, Milford led sessions at 
the Association for Recorded Sound CoL- 
lections (AESC) annual conventions and 
during the 1970* s, he helped in leading 
the Edison Site meetings at Tfest Orange, 
New Jersey, personally escorting same of 
the early recording artists to the sess- 
ions for other collectors to hear and meet 
in person. Many times, he brought tape 
recordings of telephone conversations with 
artists who could not be present to per- 
sonally greet the Edison Site gathering. 
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In cooperation with Merritt Sound Record- 
ings, Milford prepared two one hour cassette 
programs titled! "Ada Jones, First -Lady of 
the Phonograph" and "Ada Jones in Concert." 
Merritt Malvern also taped most of the Edi- 
son Site meetings in the 1970 's and along 
with the ARSC tapes (all of which are still 
available from either Merritt Recordings or 
ARSC), Milford Fargo still lives among us as 
"Mr. Ada Jones." 

To say that we will miss him in this fra- 
ternity of record enthusiasts is overshadow- 
ed by the fact that while Milford was with 
us, he gave unreservedly of his knowledge, 
sharing his time, talent, and collection with 
his many friends. Even in his last years as 
he was stricken by several debilitating ill- 
nesses, he seemed to be accessible to anyone 
needing to draw from his seemingly fathomless 
depth of knowledge. Though his voice came 
over the wires of , ”Ma Bell" sounding weak, he 
had a cheerful and inspiring quality which in 
an unspoken language said, "I'm glad you 
called. " 

In his initial letter to me, handwritten & 
dated June 18, 1975 , Milford's opening lines 
are: ,T My friend, Jim Walsh, tells me you are 
as "nutty" about "Uncle Josh as I am about 
Ada Jones." And through the last decade, the 
Fargo-Petty files grew with many exchanges of 
letters and data. If I were to removed the 
data and recordings from my collection that 
came from Milford Fargo, it would be poorer 
by many rare issues and a wealth of informa- 
tion. Once when a friend, Joe Pengelly, was 
looking for some recordings of Richard Jose, 

I wrote to Milford and in a few days two full 
reels were at my door very nicely recorded at 
high speed for full fidelity with leader tape 
spliced between each selection. Accompanying 
this was an outline giving exacting informa- 
tion about each recording. Milford seemed to 
understand the saying of Jesus, "If a man 
asks you for your coat, give him your cloak 
also." It gave me great joy to be able to 
find something that was missing from Milford 
Fargo's collection, but for every one that I 
located, I already had two for it in my pile 
marked "received from Milford." I am certain 
that many record collectors throughout the 
United States, Canada, England and perhaps a 
few other countries, can attest to the same 
experiences with Milford. 

It's never easy to say good bye to a dear 
friend, but we are often called upon to bid 
farewell in this temporal life. Let us say, 
"Thank you, Milford, for passing our way and 
in this earthly journey and leaving us with 
so many sweet memories. " — John A. Petty

Milford H. Fargo, beloved musician and teacher in area, dies at 58

Milford H Fargo, one of Rochester’s most 
beloved musicians and teachers, died yester- 
day morning of a heart attack at Rochester 
< ieneral Hospital. He tfas 58. 

Though precarious health caused by a heart 
condition had forced two open- heart surgeries 
and an extended disability leave from his post 
at Kastman School of Music in 1984, Mr. 
Fargo had been musically active up to the 
time of his death. He continued to work on 
composition projects, appear on radio and so- 
lo in local churches. 

His final t-*nor solo was an impromptu per- 
formance last Sunday during communion at 
the Fairport First Congregational Church, 
where he was a member. 

“We saw him at a restaurant Friday night.” 
church organist Bea Benedict said, “and he 



mentioned that he felt like singing a solo Sun 
day. and would I mind if we did Let Us 
Break Broad Togo th or 

“I thought it was a great idea. We practiced 
just briefly Saturday and again before church 
Sunday morning, when he told me he was 
going to sing it in the style of a Negro spirit- 
ual. 

“Well." she said, “he really got carried away. 
His phrasing was unbelievable. He did some 
things with high D-flat.s that I didn’t think 
were possible. You could just sense the spirit. 

“'There was not a sound in that church for 
several seconds when he finished. I waited 
extra long before continuing the order of serv- 
ice. 

Afterwards, he cried and just went to 
piece;. He was obviously inspired. 

"Hi* came up to me afterwards and in his 
usual humor, said. ‘Well, Bea, we got through 



it.' Looking hack on it. it was as if he knew it 
would l>e his last solo “ 

Known to virtually every musician of note 
in the city and music educators throughout 
the country, the tenor/comfxvser/teacher 
served as supervisor of vocal music to 43 

Rochester elementarv schools for seven years. 

• 

He then accepted a post as assistant professor 
of music education at the Eastman School in 

Robert Freeman, director of the Eastman 
School and a longtime friend, said “the most 
wonderful thing about Milford was his versa- 
tility. He was a music teacher, composer, con- 
ductor. tenor, record historian and radio per- 
sonality. There was nothing he couldn't do." 

Mr. Fargo, who formed and conducted the 
Eastman Children’s Chorus in the inid-lWtK, 
had a profound influence here. 




Mr. Fargo also was n record col 
lector extraordinaire. He appeared 
regularly with host Simon Pontin 
on WXXT-FM's The Sunshine 
Shnii\ usually accompanied hv one 
of his rare recordings.

HAROLD Arlen, the
